Police Report

The board unanimously voted to approve the 
minutes of the May 9, June 5, June 17, and July 3 meet- 
ings, the May 23 and June 13 Water/Sewer Commission- 
ers meetings, the June 24 joint meeting with the Planning 
Board, and the Executive Session minutes of May 28, June 
4, and June 18, with some minor corrections and amend- 
ments.

Mr. Hayes said the total $2.2 million project will 
be funded jointly by the Sippican Lands Trust ($1.2 
million), the Open Space Committee ($450,000) and the 
Beaton family ($550,000). 

"This is the result of 10 years of water quality 
monitoring throughout the region," Mr. Rasmussen said. 
"For Marion, the big problem site is Hammetts Cove. We 
do weekly oxygen testings in the cove, and four times a 
year we monitor for nutrient levels. Hammetts Cove is 
getting down to a level where we had to start watching 
for more extreme problems like fish kills. When the CBB 
got involved with the town on the project, we looked at 
the Beaton property ... (which affects) the water quality." 

"Another important piece was the ability for 
Doug Beaton to stay in the cranberry business," Mr. 
Hayes said. "We set up cranberry conservation restric- 
tions (CRs) for the two bogs. It allows (Mr. Beaton) to 
continue farming just as he always has. At the same time, 
it takes the development value out of the land. It pre- 
cludes the potential of 87 houses going up there. This 
cranberry CR was hard to fashion in the sense that it was 
something new for (Massachusetts). The CBB crafted this 
cranberry CR and (Mr. Beaton) has been a great advocate 
of this with his colleagues at Ocean Spray. The third 
(benefit) is the acquisition of 100 acres which will remain 
in passive recreation." 

The Board of Selectmen were very supportive of 
the project and wanted to know what they could do to 
help. 

"It wouldn't hurt for the Selectmen to send a 
letter showing their support for the entire project," Mr. 
Hayes said. "There is no state money in this project (as of 
now). I think a letter to that effect would be great." 

The board next met with members of the ORR 
School Committee to discuss selecting from two recently- 
interviewed candidates to fill a vacancy on the committee.

Harris and, as such, they unanimously voted to appoint 
Alan Harris to fill the vacancy on the ORR School Com- 
mittee. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Paul MacEachern, 
candidate for an opening on the Open Space Acquisition 
Commission. After asking some routine questions, the 
joint boards unanimously voted to appoint Mr. 
MacEachern to the Open Space Acquisition Commission, 
forgoing their usual policy of waiting two weeks before 
voting since Mr. MacEachern was the sole applicant and 
everyone seemed confident with his selection. 

At 7:35 pm the board opened a Mooring Permit 
Hearing for Don Lipsitt. After hearing Mr. Lipsitt's 
argument, Chairman Bryant noted that procedurally they 
have waited two weeks to render a decision, and they 
would continue that precedent in this case. 

" (But) I've been deprived the use of my boat and 
mooring for the month that I've been here," Mr. Lipsitt 
said. 

"We don't prevent anyone from using their 
mooring while the appeal is still pending," Chairman 
Bryant said. 

"I've told (Harbormaster Charles Bradley) that he 
can allow you to use the mooring until a final decision has 
been rendered on the mooring appeal," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said. 

The board then considered the two previous 
Mooring Appeals heard on July 9 — one for Beverly 
Howland on behalf of Melissa Dougall, and the other for 
George Hetzel. 

"We have had a history in this town of being very 
strict on (mooring) regulations," Chairman Bryant said. "I 
think what we learned from the Woods (mooring appeal) 
case is in situations where people make a substantial 
effort to pay their mooring fees on time, they should 
prevail on their appeal. I don't see that either one of these

rises to that level. We didn't receive a check for the late fee 
until after June 1 (on the first)." 

"My feeling is it seems to me we should be 
looking for extenuating circumstances," Selectman Pierce 
said. "In thinking a great deal about these matters, I'm of 
the opinion that 15 days is a pretty short time period 
relative to the final removal date. I would suggest that 
perhaps the Marine Resources Commission should relax 
that a bit. The applicant did eventually pay for both 
moorings and pay the late fees. So, is the town losing its 
money? No. I think that we are representing the citizens 
and residents of Marion (and) we should be compassion- 
ate (and) reasonable and we should be looking for fair 
play. To remove the mooring because she is a few days 
late is punitive and overly harsh." 

"For me, the whole context is to be fair to every- 
one — that's why we have these rules," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "They're not unfair. You certainly don't want to 
(punish) people. I think because (the regulations) have 
been in existence for so long, we do give more leniency 
than other communities ... we are being fair to everyone. 
We have to go by what's on the books right now. I 
strongly feel that neither of these cases rise to the level 
where we should not adhere to the policy." 

"I think it's very important to remember that 
these are a public trust resource managed by the Town of 
Marion," added Vincent Malkoski of the Marine Resource 
Commission (MRC). "The fairness issue applies to all 
residents of the Commonwealth. I don't know of any

meeting with Mr. Francis. 

"What is the status on (Mr. Francis) being avail- 
able for court cases?" Selectman Nunes said. "I don't have 
any problem making him the ZEO ... but is he going to 
have to delegate someone to go to court?" 

"There have not been that many (court cases)," 
Chairman Ryan said. "If he does the enforcement, he can 
always delegate someone to (go to court)." 

The board felt they needed to have someone in 
the ZEO position and under state statute if no one else is 
appointed, that person was the sitting Building Inspector. 

"We don't have any closure to what we were 
talking about," Selectman Nunes said, referring to his 
request for a Town Counsel review of a prior legal opin- 
ion on the matter. "I still want Kopelman and Paige to 
stand behind their legal opinion." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
appoint Mr. Francis as the town's ZEO. 

Chairman Ryan next noted the board had 209 
certified signatures in hand on a petition to call for a 
Special Town Meeting which has been slated for Monday, 
August 26 at 7:30 pm at Memorial School to request the 
rezoning of a portion of land off High Street from Indus- 
trial to Residential/ Agricultural. 

"This will be a single article warrant," Mr. 
Huntoon said. 

Selectman Nunes, who last week voiced his 
support to the petitioners, said he felt obligated to take a 
stand on the matter as a town official and although he 
supported calling for the Special Town Meeting, he was 
not in favor of the proposal as presented. 

"I am not in favor of that proposal," Selectman 
Nunes said. "This does not mean I no longer support the 
residents on County Road who are concerned about 250 
truck trips per day. The reason why I am not in favor of 
rezoning the 60 acres of industrial area back to residen- 
tial/ agricultural is because the town's Master Plan 
recommends doubling the area of the industrial zone. 
Whether or not this 60 industrial acres is rezoned back to 
residential, the town must expand its industrial base. The 
town can no longer rest on SEMASS alone for its entire 
financial security."

to expand its industrial base with this 60-acre parcel and 
also include the 540 acres next to it that is undeveloped. 
The alternative would be to rezone the residential/ 
agricultural property that would include residential 
homes. "I prefer not to do that," Selectman Nunes said. 

He went on to say that he wasn't sure the pro- 
posal to rezone the 60 acres would have the desired effect 
for the petitioners. "It is my understanding if the devel- 
oper submits a new plan to the Planning Board, the Town 
Meeting vote with have no effect," he said.

anyone else submits a plan before (Town Meeting), it 
makes this vote null and void. That's just the way the law 
is structured." 

At 7:18 pm the board met with Susan Adams of 
the Green Ways Committee and Highway Surveyor Jeff 
Eldridge to discuss trees which have recently been 
planted in town and who is responsible for the ongoing 
maintenance of them. "The concern that I had was if we 
were going for grants to get trees, we don't have the staff 
to be watering these trees wherever they may be," Chair- 
man Ryan said. 

Ms. Adams said her committee has been watering 
the trees they've planted, but apparently Mr. Eldridge has 
also been watering them. Chairman Ryan said it seemed 
to be a matter of miscommunication and she wanted to 
make sure the trees were being maintained. 

Mr. Eldridge next discussed the trees and lawn at 
the Police Station which are also in dire need of watering. 
"This is the second time the trees have been planted 
(there)," Mr. Eldridge said. Mr. Eldridge is concerned that 
his department will be unable to maintain the landscapes 
at all these buildings due to lack of time and funding. The 
board seemed to feel that each department should take 
care of their respective buildings. 

"I would recommend that the board vote to have 
the Police Chief set up a program to water the plantings 
there," Mr. Huntoon said. "This way we put the burden 
where it belongs." 

Likewise, Mr. Eldridge said he thought it was 
time the town looked into hiring a full-time person to 
oversee the various town-owned buildings. 

"You just built two buildings which have sophis- 
ticated systems, someone has to know how to fix them," 
Mr. Eldridge said. "It costs money, but I don't have money 
in my budget for it. What we need is someone like in 
Marion — a facilities manager to oversee (the buildings). 
You're going to have enough work for two people, full- 
time. I've maintained (the Highway Department build- 
ing), but it's not happening to all the buildings." 

"The Highway Department is taking care of their 
own building, the other (departments) are not," Chairman 
Ryan said. "We're talking about hiring individuals to 
handle these jobs."

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

When can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay" and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

EightLeggedFreaks. Starring David Arquette and Kari Wuhrer. 
Directed by Ellory Elkayem. Running time: 99 minutes. MP AA 
rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

There's always room for a movie about giant mutant spiders. 
Personally, 1 don't think there have been nearly enough of them 
lately, so it's good that Eight Legged Freaks fills the gap. The movie 
is as dumb as dog hair — what am I saying, of course it's dumb, it's 
about giant mutant spiders — but the dumber this kind of movie is, 
the better I like it. This isn't a film for those who shuddered at the 
morose beauty of Road to Perdition. This is a film for those who 
grew up on monster movies, especially the big monsters that 
stomped towns and cities flat. I love all those movies, so I say, 
bring on the giant mutant spiders. 

Among modern monster movies, Eight Legged Freaks lacks 
the simplicity of Tremors, the tension of the better dino sequences 
in Jurassic Park, and the gung-ho spirit of Starship Troopers. But it'll 
do. I didn't enjoy the hell out of it, as I did the above three, but once 
the spiders — including jumper spiders, trapdoor spiders, and 
tarantulas — start crawling all over the ironically named 
Prosperity, Arizona, it stays reasonably amusing. It isn't 
particularly scary; the creepiest thing on the screen is the 
uncredited Tom Noonan (Manhunter) as a weirdo who keeps a 
large "spider farm" and feeds his pets contaminated bugs that 
make them huge (why don't the infected spiders turn into nerdy 
high-school photographers? Ah, never mind). 

As usual, nerdy little kid Mike (Scott Terra, looking like an 
American Harry Potter) is the only one who knows what's going 
on; as usual, nobody believes him, especially not his busy divorced 
mom Sam (Kari Wuhrer), the town sheriff, or his disdainful older 
sister Ashley (Scarlett Johansson, a long way from Ghost World). 
One sympathetic ear is Chris (David Arquette, abandoning his 
usual goofball shtick for something closer to his surly turn in 
Roadracers), who left town ten years ago and has come home 
looking for work. He finds only his chain-smoking aunt (Eileen 
Ryan), a bunch of people squabbling over his late dad's mines, 
and big spiders. 




ELF feels a little padded out even to reach its scrawny 99- 
minute weight. We spend a bit too much time on the greedy local 
fatcat (Leon Rippy, wearing a ponytail — that's how you know 
he's bad, I guess) who's trying to get everyone to sell out their 
interests in town; there's a few too many scenes that are meant to 
be funny (the people who make this sort of film should realize we 
knoiv how dumb it is — they really don't need to keep reminding 
us that they know, too). I got tired fairly quickly of listening to 
Doug E . Doug as a conspiracy-theorist DJ ("You believe in aliens," 
says Arquette to the skeptical-of -giant-spiders DJ in one of the 
film's rare funny lines, "but this you have a problem with"). 

When the spiders skitter into view, though, all is forgiven. 
Spiders leaping to take down speeding dirt-bikers, spiders coating 
a fuel truck, spiders popping out of hiding places to slurp up 
unsuspecting household pets — I could watch this stuff all day. 
A few moments shook a hearty laugh out of me, including a bit of 
business with a mounted deer head and a witty sight gag involving 
a tent. Best of all are the less competent spiders — the ones who 
get squished by cars, squeaking in outrage, or get stunned and 
shake their heads before proceeding to the next victim. The spider 
stuff is expertly done, and since that's what we go to Eight Legged 
Freaks to see, I can't really hold its faults against it. The movie 
could've been funnier and not played so clownishly during the 
non-spider scenes, but this is still the best giant-spider movie I've 
seen in quite some time.

Ten years. A decade. 500 issues. Wow. 
Where has all the time gone? 

It was on July 24, 1992 that a less refined and much 
skimpier — both in terms of advertising and news 
copy — first issue of The Wanderer made its debut on 
the streets of the tri-town area without much fanfare 
and even less expectations. Donald Jason's venerable 
The Presto Press weekly had ceased its long and noble 
publication history and The Wanderer sailed into town 
hoping to fill the void. 

Even now we still get mistakenly called The Presto 
Press by older residents and I no longer find myself 
wanting to correct them, either. I really don't mind 
the comparison anymore. If we're still around in an- 
other 10 or 20 years, I'd even hope the next new kid 
in town would be mistaken for The Wanderer in just 
the same way. For me, there's no better way to know 
you've been accepted and embraced by the commu- 
nity you serve. 

I'm not ashamed to say those early days in '92 
and '93 were a bit uneven — rickety even, if you want 
to keep the ship analogies going — but as time went 
on I think we managed to hit our stride and find a 
niche that separated us from other newspapers in the 
area ... and believe me, there have been many — a 
few are even still around. But without the benefit of 
splashy headlines or full-color broadsheet layouts, 
we've presented ourselves as a more relaxed alterna- 
tive publication dedicated to the weekly details of 
local government. 

Keeping our focus local has been the key, I think. 
Our coverage of weekly Board of Selectmen's meet- 
ings in Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester has al- 
ways played more like stenographer's minutes of the 
proceedings rather than a journalistic piece which 
relies upon a news angle or hook. But that's what 
people have come to enjoy and expect for the past 
decade. And with the sole exception of Mattapoisett, 
which began broadcasting their weekly meetings live 
on the public access cable channel a couple of years 
ago, The Wanderer has been the only resource from 
which to get the nitty-gritty details which often fall 
through the cracks of headline-oriented news outlets.

It was something I didn't feel comfortable 
attempting in our fledgling years because, quite 
frankly, I wasn't as familiar with the people in the 
three towns as I am now. 

But I must say I've gotten to know many of you 
over the last 10 years and although it hasn't always 
been peaches and cream, for the most part it has been 
smooth sailing. And although I don't live in the tri- 
town area, I still feel like an unofficial resident. I prob- 
ably spend just as much time sitting behind this com- 
puter keyboard than I do at home, anyway. 

As a way of commemorating this 10th anniver- 
sary edition of The Wanderer, let me publicly offer a 
word of thanks to all those in Mattapoisett, Marion 
and Rochester who have made the past decade such 
a pleasant and enjoyable experience. Though I don't 
have enough space to cite everyone by name, you 
know who you are. All I can promise is we'll do our 
best to maintain smooth sailing for the next 10 years.
